 legations. 
| While the knowledge of the legations

able, the praspects of war are evidently 
increasing. The British legation - some 
days ago received a telegram Indicating 
that war was possible. and the Japanese 
legation {fs officially informed that Rus- 
sla’s recent reply to the Japanese pro- 
posals was unsatisfactory. 


Grave Crisis Approaching. 

Pekin, December 20.—While no news 
has heen received at the Japanese lega- 
tfon that Japan has sent an ultimatum 
to Russia, it Is recognized at the lega- 
tion that a grave crisis {s approaching. 
Maior General Yamani, the Japanese 
military attache, and the Japanese col- 
onel, who has been instructing General 
Yuan Shai Kai's troops, have both start- 
ed for Japan. 

The native press recently refterated a 
cirétimstantial story fo the effect that 
in the event of Manchuria being retained 
by Russia, it was the intention of Great 
BRrifdin to establish a protectorate over 
the Yanz-Tse-Valley as compensation 
and to appoint a viceroy therein, so 
that her prestige in the Far East woul: 
Be equal to Russia’s. Some ef the na- 
tive papers give Wal Wu Pu, or the 
Chinese forelgn board, as authority for 
the story. This fiction is largely credite1 
and gravely discussed, and is creating 
hostility a®Ainst Great Britain. It ts 
suspected that the story has been fos- 
tered by unfriendly agencies appointed 
for the purpose and the British legation 
is investigating its origin.

Derby had been down town as late as 
11 o'clock last night, ostensibly shop- 
ping, but in all probability securing am- 
munition for his revolver. When he got 
home, his wife and he talked with 4 
neighbor, who had been ealling aver the 
approaching festival. Derby seemed pale 
and nervous. Shortly after pis arrival 
at home, the neighbor teft, and the Der- 
by family went to bed. 

How the Bodies Were Found. 

The crime is believed to have been com- 
mitted about 4 o'clock this morning. Mrs. 
Derby was shot to death in bed, two bul- 
lets having been fired. into her fore- 
head, and a third, probably fired after 
the children had been. exterminated, in 
the back of the neck. Mrs. Derby was 
probably killed during sleep, there being 
no sign of a struggle, ang her face was 
calm and peaceful. Two of the children, 
however, probably had a struggle, be- 
cause they had been awakened by the 
noise of the revolver being fired, and 
sought to escape, but without avall. 

Harold's body was found lying in a 
pool of blood in the kitchen, and that 
of Alice in the d@ining room, with her 
face to the floor and a builet in her 
breast. Harold may have been chased 
by his father, as there was evidence of 
flight in the manner in which the fur- 
nishings of the kitchen were thrown 
about. From the location of bullets in 
his head, the boy evidently was caught 
by his father in a strong grasp and held 
while the weapon was placed against the 
little fellow’s forehead and the bullets 
sent into his brain. 

There was also evidence of a strug- 
gle on Alice’s part. 7 

The last of the children to die was 
Thomas. He had remained in bed, prob- 
ably still asleep, and also received the 
bullets into his head, dying Instantly. 

Ajfier the extradrdinary crimes had 
been committed, the perpetrator of them 
went into the bed room, wheré his wife 
had been killed, and, lying down at her 
side, fired a bullet Into his own brain 
and died at his wite’s side. 

A number of pool room race checks 
were found about the house, showing that 
Derby had been trying his luck on bet- 
ting. 

The first knowledge of the crime was 
communicated in a letter written by Der- 
by to a friend, who lived not far away. 
and which was sent by special delivery. 
The letter is to the effect that when it 
had been received the Derby family 
would be dead. When the friend hur- 
ried to the house this morning, all that 
had been promised was seen to have 
been fulfilled.

Horace F. Bradshaw, wanted in Rabun 
county for the killing of James Thomp- 
son, little more than two years ago, was 
placed in the Tower last night shortly 
before midnight by Sheriff T. E. Carner, 
of Rabun, who is taking Bradshaw back 
to that county from California, where he 
was apprehended a month ago. 

The circumstances surrounding the cap- 
ture of Bradshaw, after he had been a 
fugitive from justice since the day of 
the killing, and after he had succeeded 
in making his way to the, Pacific slope, 
make a remarkaible story. After é6uc- 
cessfully eluding officers of the law, who 
were close on his trail, Bradshaw was 
finally trapped by a California farmer in 
a nove} and extraordinary manner. By 
the administration of a drug, the fugi- 
tive was thrown into an unconscious and 
delirious condition, and while in this 
state made a full and complete confession 
of his act. 

After the killing of Thompson, Brad- 
shaw left Georgia and went to Wash- 
ington Territory, where he remained for 
some time. While he was there, the 
Washington authorities were put on his | 
track, and learning of this, he left and | 
went to California. A Washington 
detective followed the fugitive and found 
him at work on a farm in Tulac county, 
California. The detective had no posi- 
tive evidence that Bradshaw was the 
man wanted in Georgia and he began ef- 
forts to gain definite information. In 
order that he might be near his man 
and think:ng that possibly [Bradshaw 
might allow something to leak ott, the 
detective hired himself to the farmer as 
a farm hand and worked with Brad- 
shaw for about two months. The fugt- 
tive was careful, however, that no one 
‘learn his true identity and finaiiy the 
‘officer gave up the chase and left the 
| farm. ; 

Bradshaw's employer, however, was Killed, 
suspicious of his employee, it seems, and 
he set a trap to catch him, with the ; 
result as stated above. When Bradshaw 
regained consciousness he found himself 
in jail. He was kept in confirement 
about ten days, but as no information 
was received from Georgia, he Was re- 
leased, as the authorities would not hold 
him on the confession. Shortly after- 
ward, however, the Rabun county @u- 
thorities notified the California offices 
to hold Bradshaw and he was again ar- 
rested. When taken he was making ef- 
forts to get away, he having gone about 
30 miles.

Says ‘About Appointment

Washington, December 20.—The lets 
of Secretary Boot to Senator 
chairman of the committee mn 
affairs, dateq November 18 las 
giving a resume of the military recoré 
of General Leonard Wood, and stating 
the chief considerations which led to his 
nomination as a major general, was made 
public ioday. After quoting from re- 
marks commendatory to General Wood, 
made by Generais Miles, Lawton, Graham 
and Forsythe, the letter recites that 
‘upon these an@ similar evidences of 
fitness Prealdent McKinley appointed 
Cavtain Wood, colonel of the First vol- 
unteer cavalry (rough riders) in May, 
1898. The secretary also quotes from 
the commendations of Generals Young, 
Wheeler, Sumner and Shafter, of Gen- 
eral Wood's conduct in the Santiago 
campaign, and says General Wood's ap- 
pointment as commander of the Santiago 
province appears to have been based 
upon a statement made by General Shaf- 
ter, in a dispatch to the G@epartment, fn 
which he sai? he “thought General Wood 
by far the best man to leave in com- 
mand at Santiago.’’ 

The secretary reviews General Wood's 
ubsequent military career, saying in this 
connection: 

“The high estimate put by the secre- 
tary of war upon General Wood's ser- 
vices as military governor is shown in 
the published orders of the war depart-

March 25, 1903, and July 4, 1902, which 
have heretofore been published.

tire military record, I think {t fair to 
say that no officer of the American army 
below the grade of major general has 
held more important. commands, ren- 
dered more distinguished service, or 
demonstrated to a higher degree the pos- 
session of the qualities which fit a man 
to render valuable services to the coun- 
try as a major general.” 

In speaking of the prtneliples which he 
says sound policy requires the president 
to follow in making appotntments, the 
Secretary says: 

‘The law which recognizes seniority 
aione as to the title of promotions up 
to the grade of colonels, abandons that 
rule when [ft deals with general officers. 
and imposes upon the president the duty 
of selecting the best men for generals, 
without expressing any limftations upos 
the class from which he is to make the 
sclections.”’ 

The sééfétary adds that when such a 
selection is to be made two dlfferent cone 
siderations always present themselves [to 
the appointing mind—one, a desire to 
r€éward long and meritorious service; the 
other to secyre the best possible man. 
Tle says considerations do not always 
cofncide, pointing to the same man. Con- 
tinuing, he says: 

“The appropriate reward of honor fre- 
quently comes to our officers when their 
careers are about to close. when they 
have passed the period of initiative. of 
ambition and strenuous exertion, and 
have come to the period of comparative 
repose. 

“An army all of whose genera! officers 
are selected for the purpose of conferring 
rewarda, 2nd thus having at its head 
a constantly shifting hody of general 
officers, none of whom has more than 2 
very few years to serve, anc all or 
ntarly all of them are just closing their 
careers and resting upon their laurels, 
cannot possibly reach the highest stand- 
ard of efficiency. To have a live army, 
which keeps abreast of the times, in a 
eénstan® state of preparation and ready 
tn mect emergencies with the greatest 
activity and foree, we must have % reas 
enable proportion of general officers se- 
lectea from men in the prime of life 
with cafeers to make, with ambitions, 
energy, initiative an@ whose services will 
be long enough to maintain continuity 
of policy and statained effort in working 
oft ideas which require time for the 
accomplishment.”’

Some Inside Legislative History. 
. An interesting inside of the legislative 
history of the cana) project. was given 
today by a former member of the 
committee, who is familiar with 
detall.

gress, Senator Morgan succeded in pass- 
ing throught the senate a bill on which 
he had labored for years, which sought 
to avoid obstacles and technicalities and 
construct the canal at the expense of the 
United States government by taking stock 
in the maritime company. That biJ] went 
to. the house committee interstate 
and foreign commerce after passing the 
senate, and had the support of a num- 
ber of republican members, but Mr. 
Hepburn and Mr. Adamson both opposed 
it for reasons which seemed to them 
good, as it proposed to embark the 
government as stockholders in a corpora- 
tion to work a concession which had not 
only expired, but, oy express terms, also 
prohibited government ownership.

Adamson suggested to Mr. Hepburn, who 
had a bil) pending befere the committee, 
that they might combine and report his 
bill, if certain amendments were made 
These provided for exclusive ownership 
and control by this government, as wel] 
as exclusive control of the question of 
fortification and defense, as well as the 
guarantee of neutrality.

with the railroads which desired no canal, 
but realizing the popular demand sought 
to save themselves by interposing the 
Panama proposition, which, if it did not 
defeat legislation entirely, would post- 
pone results as long as possible and then 
inflict the least injury upon them while 
conferring the smallest benefits upon the 
southern ports, Consideration was long 
delayed in the senate and finally the bill 
was amended to provide for a commis- 
sion of construction. Then the Spooner 
amendment, substituting the Panama 
for the Nicaragua route, was adopted by 
a small majority made by one or two 
senators who had always been recognized 
as supporters of the Yicaragua route and, 
strange to say, who have ever since been 
prominently mentioned as members of 
commission, 
Spooner Amendment Accepted. 

“Not wishing to assume responsibility 
for defeating all legislation and believing 
that the Spooner amendment was offered 
with the hope of defeating legislation, 
Senator Morgan, Mr. Hepburn and Mr. 
Adamson all promptly agreed to accept 
the Spooner amendment and the bill be- 
came a law as thus amended. The world 
is familiar with the dramatic course of 
subsequent évents. 

“Senator Morgan has turned loose the 
vials of his wrath upon the senate and 
the course of the administration, but 
neithsr Mr. Hepburn or Mr, Adamson 
have discussed the question. They are 
both ardently in favor of canal legisla- 
tion, though it is irrevocably fixed as 


j} declared by the president that their judg- 


ment cannot control the location. They do 
not negard it as material to discuss the 
diplomatic legerdemain which may have 
shaped and supported events on the isth- 
mus, nor do they deem it material to 
speculate about. the innate strength or 
legitimacy of the republic of Panama. 
For one Mr. Adamson says he admires the 
adroit and daring promptness of the ad- 
ministration and wonders at the orthodox 
secession principles of the president, sup- 
ported by the able paper given out by 
Secretary of State Hay, which, Mr. Adam- 
son contends, fully ratifies every act 
and utterance of Jefferson Davis, Toombs, 
Wigfall and Yancey and speculates on 
the vastly different course of history if 
gome great friendly maritime power un- 
der the administration of such mighty 
secessionists as Roosevelt and Hay had 
martialed its fleets and trained its cannon 
upon the federal government and warned 
it against endangering the peace and com. 
merce of the world by fighting the con- 
federacy and interfering with the world’s 
supply of cotton, honesty. virtue and 
statesmanship, not to mention valor. 
Panama Far Better Than None, 

In talking with me the other day Judge 
Adamson said: 

“It is not to be denied that the amateur 
republic of Panama has been recognized 
by the powers of the world, which can’t 
be construed to. mean anything else than 
the powers of the world want us to take 


our money and build that canal. While 
not as valuable as the Nicaragua canal, 
yet the Panama canal would prove of un- 
told benefit to our country. If wrong 
as been perpetrated to secure control, it 
is not a drop in the bucket compared to 
he infamy and oppression inflicted by 
epublican administrations upen our own 
and other countries since 1860 and by 
he British government in 

r hundreds of years. The Panama canal 
Mill cost a great deal more than any of 
the accepted estimates and require longer 
t@ construct thah any commission has 

mised, even if the administration de- 
tefmipres that it wants a canal rather than 
a @eensation, and the work should proceed 
with economy and honesty.”’ 

Judge Adamson does not believe that a 
lock canal at Panama will ever give satis- 
faction, but that the cheapest and quick- 
est way to penetrate the isthmus for the 
uninterrupted and satisfactory commerce 
of the world is to dig to the water level 
and unite the waters of the two oceans 
at the outset, hae ‘

COLLEGE SPORTS 
ARE ATTACKED 


Dr. A. R. Holderby Declares 
Too Much Attention Is 
Given Athletics, 


During the course of his sermon at 
Moore Memorial church yesterday morn- 
ing Dr. A. R. Holderby, the pastor, took 
occasion to criticise the prominence be- 
ing given athletic sports in schools and 
colleges, declaring that it is time to de- 
mand of these institutions that they de- 
vote more attention to the intellectual 
and moral training of young men. The 
minister’s remarks along this line were 
pointed. 

Dr. Holderby selected as his text, Qec- 
ond Corinthians, x, 7, and Jeremiah 
ix, 23, and in referring to college ath- 
letics he gald: 

“There are today men who are pos- 
sessed of great physical power and in 
which they are wont to boast. Sampson 
and Goliath, both men of great physical 
strength and power, and glorying in that 
power, met with a shameful defeat and 
went down to an untimely death. The 
tendency of the present day is to exalt 
physical power and to make it the crown- 
ing glory of man. Our schools and col- 
leges are giving undue prominence to 
athletic sports to the neglect of the intel- 
lectual and moral training of young men. 
The man of today is measured by his 
physical power and his prowess ag a 
baseball or football player rather than 
by those nobler and higher qualities of 
head and heart, The time has come when 
the man who attains to the championship 
of the base or football game is far more 
highly honored than the man who wins 
the first place in his collegiate course or 
who takes the prize for oratory or for 
good behaviour. 

“Athletic sports are all right in their 
proper place and at their proper time, 
but when they become the occasion for 
cruelty and immorality, then are they a 
curse and not a glory to manhood—a 
disgrace to our Christian civilization. 
Brute force and physical strength have 
now become the measure of our Amert- 
can manhood and the young man who 
excells in those attainments {s the hero 
of the schools and the pet of the nation. 

“From present indications it looks as if 
these powerful organizations in our 
schools and colleges may soon be able to 
dictate terms to faculties, bulldoze trus.- 
tees and run the whole machinery of the 
schools to suit themselves. It is time to 
call a halt to this thing and to demand of 
those institutions pretending to educate 
young men that they give more atten- 
tion to the intellectual and mora! train- 
ing or the so-called education of our 
young men will be a mere farce and a 
travesty. The moral training in the most 
of our schools ang coHeges has already 
been ruled out and set aside ag a relic 
of old fogvism. It cannot be denied that 
the general trend of our educational sys- 
tem today is toward skepticism and inf- 
delity. Many of our colleges ana universt- 
ties are not cnly passive as to their moral 
and rejigious influence, but are decidedly 
outspoken against the Bible and Chris- 
tianity. 

“The effect of al} this must be the turn- 
ing out of our schools and colleges a 
generation of skeptics and agnostics who 
will be a turse to the world. We cannot 
hope for better conditions in the social 
and political world ag long as our system 
of education so utterly lacking ¢n 


morale and religion. Social and political 
corruption must be expected so long as 
morals and religion are ignored in our 
schools. 

“And then there is the boasting prize 
fighter glorying in, his physical powers. 
The man who knocks the breath out of 
his antagonist or disables him for life fs 
heralded as a brave champ‘on and 
achieves for himself greater fame than 
the man who presides over the nation. 
This brutal and cruel sport is a disgrace 
to any people and is only equaled in its 
brutality by the bull fight, and is far 
more demoralizing in its effects. ‘No 
Christian government would permit a 
prize fight to take place and no Chris- 
tian man could stand by and witness the 
inhuman and bloody act.” 

In discussing other topics, Dr. Holderby 
said: 

‘The word ‘glory’ in the. text means 
to boast of, to be proud of. It is the 
nature of man to glory in or boast of his 
own achievements. He thinks of himscif 
more highly than he ought to think, 
forgetting that he is nothing of him- 
self and has nothing of which he may be 
proud. It was to admonish the Corm- 
thians against such a spirit that the apos- 
tle employs the language of tho text: 
‘Let him that glorieth glory in_ the 
Lord.’ The Prophet Jeremah, speaking 
for God, says: ‘Let not the wise man 
glory in his wisdow, neither let the mighty 
man glory in his might, let not the rich 
man glory in his riches.’ 

“These were the things of which the 
Jews were prone to boast and so God 
warns them against this boastful spirit. 
Wise men glory in their wisdom. W:3- 
dom and knowledge are greatly to be 
tig but it is sinful to glory in them. 
‘True wisdom is the gift of God. No man 
can acqu:re wisdom of himself. Why 
then should he glpry in his wisdom* Man 
is indebted to d for all his wisdom 
and knowledge, and therefore should glory 
in God. The man who boasts in h’s wis- 
dom and learning dshonors God and 
thereby commits a great sin. 

“Not only should the wise man not 
glory in his wisdom, but the mighty man 
is forbidden to glory in his might. Men 
who have attained a great power anc 
influence in the world have gloried in that 
influence and power. All political or so- 
c/al power and influence come from God. 
It is God who gives this power to men. 
He is the author of ft and He bestows ft 
just where and when He pleases. Nw 
man can have powér among men .unless 
God chooses to bestow such power, ane 
when bestowed God requires man to ree 
ognize Him as the source and giver of ft 
and thus give H:.m the glory. 

“God gave to Solomon wisdom and 
power, and Solomon gave the glory to 
God. The wicked and crue! king Herod, 
who in order to please the Jews threw 
the Apostle Peter into prison, refused to 
give God the glory for his kingly power 
and was smitten of God and eaten by 
worms. 

“All power belongs to God and comes 
from God and He demands that the glory 
be given unto Him. There are men of 
power in the world today who are not 
giving God the glory, and these, too, must 
pay the awful penalty. All kings and 
rulers among men must give God the 
glory for their power or they will go 
down in darkness and death. 

“God has bestowed great power vwpon us 
as a nation and today this Is the most 
powerful government upon earth. But 
this great nation will be sure to go down 
in ruin unless we give the glory for our 
greatness to God. Let any map or na- 


their power or for any other blessing 
and they must suffer the vengeance of 
God. Read the history of the nations. 
That infamous blasphemer and imposter, 
John Alexander Dowie, who calls himself 
Elijah the second and prophet of God 
is already beginning to feel the touch of 
God's djspleasure for his profanity and 
his hypocrisy, and God wil] be sure to 
hurl the impious blasphemer fgoni the 
throne of his power. And all those de- 
luded creatures who follow Dowie must 
reap the fruits of their folly.’’

December. 

The tota] school fund for 1904 amounts 
to nearly $1!,600,000, this includes 
estimated receipts from convict hire, and 
these were not included in the apportion- 
ment just made for the reason that many 
of the counties will take convicts in- 
stead of their pro rata of the cash for 
school purposes, and it would be impos- 
sible to say at this time just what amount 
there will be from that source to divide. 

Fulton county, for instance, will get 
$16.883.07 from the state school fund, 
exclusive of the convict hire. The coun- 
ty has elected to take convicts to work 
on the roads and for that reason will 
cet none of the proceeds from this source 
for school purposes. The foregoing 
amount {s solely for the common schools 
of the county outside the city.

Phat the warfare which has been waged 
by the present grand jury against money 
sharks and their practices has been 
productive of much good is proved in the 
readiness of the money lenders to settle 
up claims rather than have them brought 
ints court. 

This has during 
the past few days, when cases have been 
bought before Atlanta justices of the 
peace for the righting of wrongs in which 
the sharks have played an important 
part. 

Many young men and a 
have gone to lawyers and 
of the grand jury with their receipts as 
proofs of the enormous and usurious in- 
terest charged by these money lenders, 
These men have, in turn, been told to take 
the matter into and there is no 
case which seems to receive more careful 
attention these days than do those hav- 
ing to deal the of the 
shylock men.

young man, often, in fact. has not 
the money with which to meet the de- 
mand. In his difficulty he goes to either 
@ lawyer or a member of the grand jury, 
and is directed not only not to pay the 
last demand in where they have 
paid much more than the principal, but 
to institute by which they 
may recover the usurious interest paid. 
Settlements Are Offered. 

In this way a number of young men 
who have gone to lawyers or members of 
the grand jury in despair because of their 
Inability to meet the last demand, have, 
in the end, secured the usurious inter- 
est already paid. In most instances, with 
the first steps taken to recover this usuri- 
ous interest paid, the money lenders or 
their counsel] come around and offer to 
make a cash settlement in full for the 
entire amount. The reason for this is 
that they do not care to have the mat- 
ter brought into court, for, under the 
present conditions, and with public senti- 
ment and the work of the grand jury ris- 
ing high in the background, the sharks 
know very well that the judgement will go 
against them. Besides this, as the legal) 
tights of borrowers have been made pub- 
tic in the newspapers, the borrowers 
ire becoming wise in their season. 

One effect of all this has been the cut- 
‘ting down of the business done by the 
sharks in the past few months beyond 
all precedent. As a result of this, the 
business done by the justices has been 
cut down in proportion and the harvest 
of costs formerly reaped by the bauliffs 
reduced fn the same way. 

But. while much has been accomplish- 
ed, the grand jury do not mean to let 
up on the Jenders who have violated the 
laws the least attle bit, and they are 
more anxiOus than ever for the coopera: 
tion of all interested parties. Business 
men and tradesmen have been quick to 
see the good results in the movement. 
People are not borrowing so much money 
from the sharks, because they know bet- 
ter. Those who have borrowed are learn- 
ing that they do not have to pay the 
enormous interest that is so often charg- 
ed. The result of all this has been that 
the butchers and bakers and storekeep- 
ers have found that their customers have 
more money to pay their bills. Instances 
of this kind have been sent in to the 
grand jury time and, again. Foreman 
W. Woods White has received many and 
other members of the grand jury have re- 
ported the same experience.

Some revising of the state 
Statutes seems to be the only way of 
regulating the practices of the money 
sharks in which usury and extortion can 
be prevented by more stringent jaws on 
the question that will not permit of the 


present methods of collecting money due 


indirectly by means of criminal warran‘s.

|Japan on the Question of Uniform 
Coinage System. 


Washington, December 20.—The com- 
' mission on international exchange has re- 
ceived from Professor Jenks the con- 
‘clusions of the monetary commission of 
Japan regarding the proposals of the 
American commission for a uniform 
coinage system based upon the gold ex- 
change standard for China: 

The resolutions declare that the chaotic 
condition of the cmprency as it now ex- 
ists in China {s dis .dvantageous not only 
to China alone, but to those countries who 
have commercial relations with her and 
that a definite and uniform currency 
system should be speedily instituted and 
actually put into operation throughout 
the whole empire, or at least in those 
parts of it that are of commercial im- 
portance. If possible, it is desirable that 
this system should be on the single-gold 
standard. 

Inasmuch as the currency reform can- 
not be started on a perfect system, it i# 
regarded as advisable to adopt the sug- 
gestions of the American commission as 
a matter of expediency. 

It is suggested also that the ratio for 
China of 32 to | between gold and silver 
coins should be adopted for other silver 
using countries that may hereafter adopt 
the gold standard.

IS W. S. PARKERSON 


Ww. S. Parkerson, of New Orleans, who 
spoke against the policy of President 
Roosevelt before the Era Club, of the 
Crescent City, several days ago and who 
was mentioned editorially last Wednesday 
morning by The Constitution, is .one of 
the most distinguished citizens of his 
state, and one whose opinions are sought 
and whose advice is heeded.

chair of Louisiana, and he hag done 
valiant service for the party since thé 
campaign opened. 

One of the more recent evidences of his 
foree of character and his influence in 
the city of his residence was the settle- 
ment of the street car strike in New Or- 
leans, which attracted attention all over 
the country and which threatened con- 
flict between the Loulsiana state troops 
and the atrikersa until Mr. Parkerson 
became interested in it. The effects of 
his mediation were a speedy and satisfac- 
tory settlement of the ‘differences be- 
tween the company and its employees, 
the quick resumption of traffic and the 
prevention of both bloodshed and loss of 
property in New Orleans. 

From his work as peacemaker Mr. 
Parkerson went back to his law practice 
with the good will of both the employees 
and the managers of the street railway 
company. Not altogether because of his 
work during the strike, because he has 
done much for his state and city and 
given muoh of his time to the public ser- 
vice, Mr. Parkerson is one of the most 
respected and admired men in the state 
of Louisiana. 

For thé many services that he has ren- 
dered his fellow-citizens he has never re- 
ceived anything. He has not accepted 
office, although more than once !t has 
been offered him, and he has not accept- 
ed remuneration of any kind. Only one 
thing has he consented to have done for 
him. ‘“‘Parkerson place,”’ one of the streets 
of New Orleans, was named itn his honor. 

No one ts more distinctly southern than 
Mr. Parkerson. He was born in Frank- 
lin. St. Mary's parish, on the banks of 
the beautiful Bayou Tesche, and comes 
of parents who were born of parents who 
were natives .of Loutsiana. He comes 
from the Alstons, the Stirlings and the 
Halis on one side of his house and the 
Pdrkersons on the other, all of them old 
and distinguished families of Loulsjana. 

During the administration of Président 
Cleveland, when the democrats removed 
the bounty of 2 c®nts per pound from 
sugar and placed a duty upén it, many 
Loutsianians who were directly or indi- 
rectly connected with the sugar-making 
industry pf that state, formed a white 
republican party in Louisiana. .Mr, Par- 
kerson was one of these.
